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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1906. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year,  in  the  whole 
District  was  727  ; males  370,  females  357.  This  is  39  above  last 
year’s  total.  It  is  a record  for  the  District. 

The  birth-rate  was  30  0 per  1,000.  The  average  birth-rate 


for  the  District  is  28'3  per  1,000.

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On  comparing  with  last  year’s  totals,  we  find  that  in  the 
Brigg  Sub-District,  there  was  a decrease  of  25. 

In  the  Barton  Sub-District,  an  increase  of  27. 

In  the  Winterton  Sub-District,  an  increase  of  39.

In  my  Report  for  last  year,  I pointed  out  that  the  birth-rate 
in  the  Barton  Sub-District  had  been  gradually  decreasing,  until 
it  had  reached  the  very  low  figure  of  21*8  per  1,000.  The  rise 
to  25-o  per  1,000  is  therefore  satisfactory. 

The  birth-rate  in  the  Winterton  Sub-District  41-0  per  1,000 
is  the  highest  on  record.  The  number  of  births  31 1 is  the  largest 
number  on  record.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  births,  is 
partly  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  population  of  Crosby 
and  Ashby,  where  building  operations  have  been  carried  on  to  a 
large  extent  during  the  last  two  years. 

In  the  following  table  will  be  found  a classification  of  the 
births  in  the  whole  and  each  of  the  Sub-Districts,  for  the  last 
ten  years.

The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Winterton  Sub- 
District.  On  November  13th,  I received  notice  of  five  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever  in  one  family,  living  in  a house  at  Burton  Stather 
Brick-yard.  On  August  4th,  a case  of  Typhoid  occurred  in  this 
house.  It  was  then  found  that  the  closets  (ordinary  ash) 
were  situated  under  one  of  the  sleeping  rooms.  An  order  was 
issued  for  their  removal.  New  closets  were  erected  at  a suitable 
distance  from  the  house.  Endeavouring  to  trace  the  connection

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between  this  case  and  the  November  outbreak,  I discovered  two 
probable  sources  of  infection,  first,  when  the  new  closets  were 
erected,  the  boards  from  the  old  closets  (which  from  information 
received,  were  contaminated,  and  should  have  been  destroyed) 
were  utilised  in  the  new  one.  Secondly,  the  vessels  (in  which 
excreta  from  the  sick  room,  had  been  carried  to  a safe  distance 
from  the  house  and  buried)  were,  on  return,  rinsed  at  the  pump, 
the  contents  being  scattered  on  the  ground,  close  to  the  well. 
The  boards  were  removed  and  the  well  emptied.  All  the  patients 
were  removed  to  a temporary  Hospital.  Two  trained  nurses  were 
supplied,  and  remained  in  attendance  until  the  patients  were 
convalescent. 

One  death  occurred  in  the  Hospital. 

Erysipelas.

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Measles. 


Commencing  at  New  Holland,  in  July,  Measles  gradually 
spread  through  the  district,  reaching  Ashby,  in  November,  and 
Messingham  in  December.  Owing  to  sudden  and  extensive  out- 
breaks of  this  disease,  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Schools 
in  eight  villages. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  Disease  was  3. 


Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  no  extensive  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  during 
the  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  it  was  4.  Three  of  these  were 
in  children  under  one  year. 


Phthisis. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  was  24;  males  10,  females 
14.  Of  these,  6 occurred  in  the  Brigg  Sub- District,  7 in  the 
Barton,  and  11  in  the  Winterton  Sub-District.  Last  year  the 
deaths  were  24,  males  11,  females  13. 

Cancer. 

There  were  20  deaths  from  Cancer,  males  8,  females  12. 
Last  year  the  deaths  were  25,  males  10,  females  15. 

Accidental  Deaths. 

The  number  of  accidental  deaths  recorded  was  12.  This  is 
above  the  average.  Two  of  these  were  in  infants  three  months 
old,  overlaid  in  bed,  fortunately  such  cases  are  extremely  rare  in 
this  district.  Although  I only  quote  from  memory,  I believe  I 
am  correct  in  stating,  that  only  one  similar  case  has  been 
registered  for  the  last  eleven  years.

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Health  of  the  District. 

The  year  ending  December  31st,  1906,  has  been  one  of  the 
healthiest  ever  experienced  in  the  District.  The  number  of  cases 
notified  under  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act,  (94),  was 
35  below  the  previous  record  (that  of  1900).  The  average  for 

the  District,  (taking  the  last  ten  years)  is  188.  The  number 

of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  (30),  was  the  lowest  ever  re- 
corded. The  nearest  to  it  is  that  of  last  year,  61.  The  ten 
year  average,  is  iig.  This  shows  the  great  reduction  which  has 
taken  place  during  the  last  two  years.  There  was  also  a 

reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  Typhoid 
Fever.  The  Birth  rate,  (30  per  1,000),  is  the  highest  recorded 
since  1895.  The  Death  rate  (i3‘4),  is  below  the  average;  that 
for  the  Brigg  Sub-District,  (1C7),  is  the  lowest  on  record.  The 
Infant  Death  rate,  88  per  1,000  births,  is  another  record  ; the 
ten  year  average  is  116.  With  the  exception  of  Measles, 

(which  was  prevalent  to  an  unusual  extent,  and  seriously 
affected  the  Education  in  many  parts  of  the  District,)  the  District 
was  never  so  free  from  Infectious  Disease. 

Inspections,  Sanitary  Improvement,  Sewers,  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  inspections  made  when  visiting 
Infectious  cases,  alone,  or  in  company  with  the  Inspector,  I have 
made  several  special  inspections,  in  different  parts  of  the  District. 
Extensive  Sanitary  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year.  New  Sewers  have  been  laid  down,  and  old  ones  taken 
up  and  relaid,  (see  Summary  of  Inspector’s  work).  In  a large 
number  of  cases,  boxes  or  pans,  have  been  substituted  for  ash- 
pits* principally  in  Barnetby,  which  has  now  a proper  system  for 
night  soil  collection.  Extensive  building  has  been  carried  on 
in  that  portion  of  Crosby,  which  borders  on  Scunthorpe. 

A joint  system  of  sewage  disposal  with  Scunthorpe,  is  at 
present  under  discussion.
